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Mathews still at odds with 
Hickman Public Works

Looking for a more cohesive 
and beneficial way to work 
with the Hickman Public Works 
Department employees, Jermey 
Mathews addressed the Hickman 
City Commission on Monday 
night, May 11. “We need a way 
to verify where sewer lines begin 
to be the responsibility of each 
homeowner,” said Mathews. “I 
would like something in black 
and white, for all plumbers to use 
as a reference.” 


While Hickman City Manager 
Johnny McTurner isn’t sure if 
the city’s sewer system could 
be defined in black and white 
terms, he did agree to work 
with Mathews to come up with 
a solution which will benefit all 
plumbers. 

On Thursday, May 14, 
Mathews, McTurner and Public 
Works Director Mike Hartigan 
met to work out guidelines 
as to where the homeowner’s 
responsibility stops and the city’s 
begins. “Eventually we will 


draft an ordinance to give more 
clarification on this issue,” added 
McTurner. 

During McTurner’s City 
Manager report he informed the 
Commission that a new sewer 
project, which will be completed 
by the state, will begin within the 
next two weeks. “The state has 
been having an issue with their 
service main,” added McTurner. 
“They decided to replace it. 
The city is offering assistance if

Insteel opposes payroll tax increase

From a businessman’s, 
managerial point of view, Insteel’s 
General Manager Tim Heuck 
sees the raising of Hickman’s 
payroll tax from 1.5% to 2% as 
the main deterrent of people who 
come to work in Kentucky. 

“When you live this close 
to the state line, people have 
options,” stated Heuck on 
Tuesday morning. “While we are 
in support of the City instilling 
certain fees and rates to provide 
the necessary services for the 


citizens, we want to make sure 
it is good for a business and 
industry perspective, as well.” 

Heuck is concerned for his 
employees, like Rob Hitesman 
who lives and works in Hickman, 
when a tax increase will take more 
out of his pocket, “We supported 
the city sticker tax,” added 
Heuck. “We paid approximately 
$500 a year, paying for each 
employee’s city sticker, which 
we gladly paid as a benefit for 
not only our employees, but the 
City, too.” 

The Insteel General Manager 


is worried the tax increase will 
make it harder for him to hire 
good, quality workers. “If we 
can’t hire enough people to 
handle our work load, we might 
be forced to cross the state line 
just like they do,” pointed out 
Heuck. 

Heuck just asks the commission 
to make sure they have considered 
all avenues before they hold the 
final reading on Thursday, May 
21 to increase the payroll tax. 

“We would also like to see a

Fiscal Court reviews county budget

On Monday, May 11, all four 
members of the Fulton County 
Fiscal Court were on hand to 
review the 2015-16 proposed 
budget. The first reading was 
approved. 

The General Fund is budgeted 
for $1,640,378, the Road Fund 
at $1,048,301 and the Jail Fund 
$9,417,457, which includes 
funding for the proposed 
expansion. 

Some of the expenses outlined 
in the General Fund budget 
different from last year’s budget 
include one notable change. The 
Fiscal Court agreed to a $25 per 
employee increase in insurance 
premium costs to help offset 
a large increase in premiums. 
The cost per month, for each 
employee, is set to increase 
approximately $73. The Court 
has agreed to utilize 20% of a 
reserve fund to lower the increase 


to about $50. Another way 
employees can lessen the blow 
will be to take option two, which 
will increase their deductible 
significantly, but could actually 
lower their premiums when the 
Court raises their contribution. 

The Court has appropriated 
49.93% or $819,089 of the 
General Fund budget for general 
government duties and 43.64% 
or $715,889 for administration 
(salaries). 

In the Road Department, 
which took a hit when gas 
prices plummeted, has allocated 
66.10% of its funding to roads 
and 24.43% to administration 
(salaries). 

The Jail Fund is allocating 
$3,300,000 for capital projects 
(expansion) which is 35.04% 
of their budget. They are also 
utilizing 45.65% for protection 
to persons and property with 
13.92% or $1,310,676 for 
administration costs (salaries). 


Changes can still be made 
to the proposed budget prior to 
the second reading, which is 
scheduled to take place at the 
June meeting. 

All other business items on the 
agenda were approved including 
Fulton County Resolution 2015- 
03 - Work Ready County. Fulton 
County is one of 56 counties who 
are in the process of seeking this 
status or who have achieved this 
certification. “Seventeen have 
full designation,” stated Mary 
Anne Medlock, with the PADD 
office. “Five are going through 
the process right now.” 

Becoming a Work Ready 
Community equips the county 
to better compete when a 
prospective business visits the 
area. “It gives Fulton County a 
leg up,” added Medlock. “There 
is training involved at not only 
the high school level, but also 
post secondary for those ages 18- 
24.”

“The 
only legacy that I have to leave 
to my son is my trapping and my 


commercial fishing.” 

Last year he began teaching his 
son the ins and outs of setting the 
traps, working the fishing lines 
and so much more. Everything 
he learned from the time Donnie 
Sr. was a small boy, he began 
giving to his son. 

“I began trapping when 
I was 12-14 years old and I 
started fishing for money as a 
commercial fisherman from the

Now, if I were 
in your shoes, here’s the way I 
line up my priorities. 

First, don’t do any more 
damage where debt is concerned. 
I want you to pay cash for your 
food, lights, water, gas for your 
car and housing. Obviously, you 
have to live, but I want you to 
all this without adding any new 
debt. The next priority would be 
to pay for college, and pay cash 
for your tuition and stuff from 
this point forward. Remember, 
no new debt!

May is Arthritis Awareness 
Month and with one in every 
four adults affected by multiple 
chronic diseases or conditions, it 
is important to gather information 
and take action to live a better life.

needed.” 

Hickman Police Chief Tony 
Grogan updated the commission 
on code enforcement issues.

should curb what we spend each 
month on repairs.” 

With Mary Anne Medlock, 
from the PADD office, present 
the Commission read and 
adopted Resolution 14-65, Work 
Ready Communities, following 
suit with the city of Fulton and 
Fulton County officials.

bigger focus from the city to bring 
more industry to Fulton County,” 
Heuck said. “The more industry 
we have, the more people are 
contributing to the payroll tax, 
additional revenue for the City. 

Hitesman, attended the City 
budget workshop on Monday, 
May 18 at 5:30 p.m. voicing his 
opposition regarding the proposed 
tax increase to the Commission. 

“Your opposition has been duly 
noted,” stated Mayor Pro Tern 
David Weatherly. “I have had a 
few others voice their opposition 
regarding this proposal, as well, 
through various channels.” 

Weatherly adds, “The city 
has been very good in the past at 
cutting expenses to a point where 
we almost couldn’t function. We 
are taking money from water, 
sewer, and gas to pay for things 
that tax money should pay for in 
the general fund. By doing that we 
have not replaced water meters, 
gas meters, all the things we have 
to do to keep the infrastructure up. 
We have it in a mess because we 
haven’t been taking care of it.” 

At this time, Weatherly says 
raising the tax is the city’s best 
option. “A .5% payroll tax increase 
will help to keep the city operating, 
to keep providing the services 


we are suppose to provide to our 
citizens,” continued Weatherly. “It 
brings us in line with other cities 
(others in the area are already 
charging a 2% payroll tax).” 

It was pointed out that the City 
has had only once payroll tax 
increase since the inception years 
and years ago. 

Over the last three years the city 
has spent money to decrease gas 
and water loss. “We have come a 
long way, but we can always do 
better,” Weatherly said. 

“If you want services you have 
to pay for them and I understand 
that,” added Hitesman. “We have 
lost workers who have left our 
business to work somewhere else 
because they pay more tax when 
you combine the city and state 
payroll tax here in the state of 
Kentucky.” 

The city does contribute $7,000 a 
year to economic development. “We 
were an integral part in bringing 
two businesses to Hickman,” added 
Weatherly. “Pipe Plus and Riverine 
Fisheries. We do everything we can 
to attract other businesses.” 

The Commission will meet again 
in special session on Thursday, 
May 21 at 5:30 p.m. for the second 
and final reading on the payroll tax 
increase.

Pollution containing large 
amounts of ideologically 
driven hypocrisy and political 
correctness seeps fromunbalanced 
environmental extremists’ efforts 
to ensure that Americans don’t 
forget the catastrophe of the 
largest accidental oil spill in the 
nation’s history that occurred 
five years ago. 

We should remember and then 
some. 

Let’s do all that’s humanly 
possible to prevent a repeat of 
the sad destruction caused in the 
Gulf of Mexico by the explosion 
and ensuing seepage of 5 million 
barrels of crude oil into one of 
the world’s most productive 
ecosystems.

Yet while activists ardently 
supported the severe punishments 
heaped upon BP for its negligence 
(no penalty could be severe 
enough for these corporatist oil 
producers), they offer deafening 
silence concerning the slaughter 
of 2.9 million birds caused by 
wind turbines nationwide since 
Gulf catastrophe in 2010. 

Such developments are 
inconvenient for agenda-driven 
ideologues who will be satisfied 
only when we quit drilling, 
mining or using another drop, 
gallon or ton of fossil-fuel 
energy. 


The devil on the left shoulder 
says that extremists used the 
widely watched the oil-drenched 
Gulf catastrophe to advance 
an Orwellian energy policy 
rocketing America into a post¬ 
coal age that fills the landscape 
with those huge ugly wind 
turbines or heavily subsidized 
solar panels while sending us 
back to a lifestyle dominated 
by horse carriages and candle 
burning. 

However, the angel perched on 
my right says you won’t see those 
hugely obtrusive wind-turbine 
farms in Kentucky anytime soon 
since it takes at least 9 miles per 
hour to make wind a viable power 
source; the commonwealth’s 
highest winds found near the 
Payette, Scott and Bourbon 
county lines average only 6.5 
miles per hour, according to the 
state energy cabinet. 

Yet I didn’t see any zealots, 
who claim to really care about 
these endangered birds, protesting 
beneath huge wind farms that I 
traveled through on a recent trek 
through northern Indiana. 

Could it be that these zealots, 
many of whom also advocate for 
shutting down Kentucky’s entire 
coal industry, care more about 
advancing their anti-fossil fuel, 
energy controlling ideology than 
they do about saving birds or 
people? 

They claim their top priority 
in Kentucky is ensuring a safe 
environment and putting citizens’ 
needs first. But how can those 
assertions be considered credible 
considering their stated objective 
of bankrupting the entire coal 
industry? 


Researchers warn that meeting 
the Department of Energy’s 
goal of having 20 percent of the 
nation’s electricity generated 
from wind by 2030 would result 
in killing 1.4 million birds 
annually. 

A natural query is: Why don’t 
birds being slaughtered by these 
blades just avoid them? 

Birds were created to look 
down. 

“When hawks, falcons and 
eagles are flying, they’re usually 
looking down at the ground for 
prey, not glancing up to watch 
for a knifelike blade whipping 
down on them from above,” 
LiveScience’s Marc Lallanilla 
writes. 

Plus, the speed of those blades 
are deceptive. 

“Though it can appear as 
though they’re turning at a slow, 
almost relaxed pace, wind- 
turbine blades actually move 
very rapidly,” Lallanilla writes. 
“The outer tips of some turbines’ 
blades can reach speeds of 179 
mph (288 kilometers per hour) 
and can easily slice off an eagle’s 
wing.” 

So why aren’t the extremists 
campaigning to shut down these 
wind farms? I thought they really 
cared about the birds. 

They’re too busy worshiping 
at the feet of the gods of the Lirst 
Temple of Renewable Energy 
- which itself is for the birds, if 
you ask me.

“The cities of Hickman and 
Pulton, along with the County 
submitted preliminary damage 
assessments in April,” stated 
Pulton County Emergency

“Bom and raised in a house 
full of basketball talk,” an e-mail 
said. 

William Sparkman is among 
those who have lived longer, 
witnessed the parade of winning 
teams at Kentucky longer and 
watched from a special place on 
our map. 

“I was bom and raised in 
Mousie, Kentucky (Knott 
County).” Sparkman wrote. 

Typical citizen in Big Blue 
Nation. Expertise honed by 
experience, common sense and 
time, his brand is higher quality 
than all who have sold out to one 
and done. 

Sparkman’s affection for UK 
hoops seems not measured by 
money, celebrity and hype, but 
style, priorities, and skilled team 
men dating to his favorite coach, 
Adolph Rupp. 

And this: “My dad would turn 
the game on (teevee), then listen 
to Cawood Ledford on radio,” he 
said. “Cawood would tell it like 
it was.... I miss those days.” 

The pause from the man from 
Mousie, reminded me our game 
has changed so dramatically an 
NCAA official said the other 
day, “we’ve got to make some 
changes to make our game 
watchable again.” 

Watchable again? In Kentucky 
such words smack of sacrilege. 

Sparkman’s UK favorites tell 
a story too: Dan Issel, Anthony 
Davis, Kenny Walker, Mike 
Casey, Tony Delk, Pat Riley, Kyle 
Macy, Jamal Mashbum, Sam 
Bowie and John Wall. Dedicated 
team men. 

“I could go on forever with this 
list,” he said, “But if I coached a 
team I would want these 10.” 

Finally, Sparkman had an issue 
to air. “... of all the great players 
at UK only one has been player 
of the year. (Anthony) Davis. ... 
This year Willie (Cauley-Stein) 
was the best player in the nation. 
No question!” 

Ironically, Sparkman’s view is 
supported by best-there-ever-was 
Larry Bird. The Indiana Pacers 
exec told Cauley-Stein last week, 
he believes the ex-UK star is a 
$100 million player. 


Sparkman is Everyman. From 
Mousie in Knott County, we can 
almost hear Sparkman’s amen to 
that. 

PLUG IN APPROACH 

For Kentucky, and to more a 
wait-and-see for Louisville, our 
state’s college basketball powers 
are projected among rankings 
high flyers again in 2015-16. 

Considering UK sent half his 
roster into the job market last 
month, and came up zero-for- 
seven on 5-star recruits in the 
spring, how can Kentucky be a 
top five team in preseason polls? 

Name recognition aside, it’s 
the plug-in factor. 

Having lost recruits Cheick 
Diallo and Carlton Bragg 
(to Kansas), Jaylen Brown 
(California), Malik Newman 
(Mississippi State), and 
Steve Zimmerman (UNLV), 
Kentucky can plug in Skal 
Labissiere at center, Mychal 
Mulder at shooting guard, and 
Isaiah Briscoe anywhere and 
a promising nucleus - Alex 
Poythress, Marcus Lee and Tyler 
Ulis - merits a top ranking for 
the Wildcats again.

Louisville. A mostly (new) 
team that could crash and bum, 
more likely will rise again under 
its Hall of Fame coach. If the 
Cardinals succeed, Rick Pitino 
will be back in demand to write 
another how-to book.

University of Kentucky and 
its men’s basketball coach are 
discussing a one-year, $8 million 
contract extension. 

Through 2022, it would pay 
the ball coach $54 million and 
replace a seven-year $52.5 
million contract signed last June. 
Additionally, five weeks from 
now a longevity bonus kicks in 
at $1.6 million.

time I was 16-17 years old,” he 
said. “I even sold furs to Mr. 
E.W. James, along with Robert 
Louis Hughes.” 

Evans, Sr. soaked up everything 
he could from the veteran 
fishermen and trappers who 
relied on their own knowledge 
to make a living off the Mighty 
Mississippi River and in the 
woods of Fulton County. 

A gift of a small, number 1 
trap, sparked this career path in 
Evans, Sr. “I received the trap as 
a gift and I started out trapping 
rats,” explained Evans Sr., “My 
goal after school was to get six in 
one day. After that, I graduated to 
animals with fur.” 

As Evans, Sr. began raising a 
family, later obtaining his GED, 
he relied on a full time job at 
Carborundum to provide the 
support he needed to sustain his 
family. Even then, he still found 
time to fish and trap. 

“I would set my lines early 
in the morning before going to 
work,” he said. “My first wife, 
Earlene, would run the lines 
putting bait on them and placing 
them in boxes for me. I would 
then return after work to see to 
them. I even set nets for turtles, 
too.” 

The two Evans men utilize gill 
nets, hoop nets, lines and slat 
boxes to catch their fish. For nine 
days in March and April, the duo 
fished, catching 9,000 pounds of 
rough fish (buffalo). “We process 
and it sell,” he said. Selling it to 
individuals and even processing 
plants in Cairo, Ill. and Wickliffe, 
Ky. 

“Spring time is the best time 
to fish buffalo,” Evans, Sr. said. 
“There are two runs and it is 
best to catch them during those 
times. It is harder to catch them 
in between. Plus, the fish don’t 
taste as good in the warmer water 
as they do in the snow water.” 

Last Thursday (May 14), it was 
a overcast morning and a little 
cooler than usual. “It is a great 
time to fish,” he added. “We like 
to fish at least two to three days a 
week, weather permitting.” 

Evans, Sr. is not afraid of the 
Mighty Mississippi River, but 
he does respect it. “I don’t go 
out during storms because of the 
swells,” he said. “No amount of 
fish is worth that.” 

During the last trapping 
season, Evans, Sr. kept track 
of everything they were able to 
trap. “We took in 103 muskrats, 
30 beaver, 13 coyotes, 3 otters, 
3 mink and about 27 coons, 
and several large opossums,” 
he recalled. “We don’t target 
opossums, but sometimes they

find their way into our traps.” 

Evans, Sr. is enjoying the time 
with his son, as he passes his 
tricks of the trade on down to 
him. “On his own, he was able 
to trap two big bobcats, two 
coyotes, a couple of otters, and a 
beaver,” he noted. “He is able to 
go out on his own now. 

While its true that Evans, Sr. 
kept his ears open as those who 
came before him to learn about 
his craft, he also believes that 
trial and error are the best ways 
to become a skilled trapper and 
fisherman. 

Evans, Sr. feels truly blessed 
that he has been able to teach his 
son about his favorite past time, 
trapping and fishing, which has 
also been a way of life for both 
men. 

“My son recently told me ‘If 
I had a boat as big as yours, I 
would get fired from my morning 
job and just fish.’” said Evans Sr. 
proudly. 

Even though they both enjoy 
what they do, it is work. “It takes 
time and there is more to it than 
just putting lines in the water,” 
said Evans Sr. “We follow the 
laws and we know how far apart 
to place our lines.” 

Both wouldn’t trade a minute 
of what they do for anything 
else in the world, especially 
when they get to do it together. 
Recently Evans, Jr. told his dad, 
“I really can’t call this work. I am 
having too much fun.”
